SARAJEVO, Bosnia-Herzegovina — In new 
scenes of anarchy and terror, furious Serbs tossed 
grenades and set more buildings ablaze Monday 
before fleeing a Sarajevo suburb. NATO-led troops 
seized arsonists and a policeman who tried to rape a 
woman, but Serb police freed them immediately. 

International soldiers and police monitors ducked 
in and out of burring buildings in Grbavica, helping 
to rescue residents intent on staying.in Sarajevo’s 
last Serb district to be handed over to Muslim-Croat 
control. 

Fearful residents barricaded themselves in their 
homes, hoping to avoid arsonists and looters before 
the hand-over at 6 a.m. today, when Sarajevo will 
be unified for the first time since April 1992. 

Fires forced others into the streets. “This is hell!” 
shouted one elderly woman as she ran out of her 
blazing apartment. 


Groups of thugs drove around in vehicles and 
threw hand grenades, according to international 
police monitors. One exploded close to a safe house 
set up by the U.N. High Commissioner for 
Refugees, where 21 people sought shelter Monday 
night. 

“There’s a lot of burning and people are terrified,” 
said Dr. Reinkard Hecker, a doctor with the U.N. 
agency. By evening more than a dozen houses and 
buildings — including parts of the police academy 
— were ablaze. 

Twelve thugs international monitors picked up 
Sunday for arson and looting were released almost 
immediately by Bosnian Serb police — and every- 
one handed over Monday was also freed. 

A Bosnian Serb policeman attempted to rape a 
Serb woman at gunpoint Monday, but was stopped 
and detained by soldiers from the NATO-led peace 
force, according to police monitors. The soldiers 
turned the man over to Bosnian Serb police, who 


immediately released him. 

Bosnian Serb policemen themselves were leaving 
the flame-licked Grbavica district, headed for Serb- 
held territory. Plumes of black smoke from two 
burning buildings drifted overhead as the last 30 
policemen held a brief departure ceremony Monday 
afternoon. 

Three rapes and 25 fires were reported on Sunday, 
according to U.N. spokesman Sylvana Foa in New 
York. 

Firemen from Sarajevo, just 200 yards across the 
Miljacka River, have refused to enter Grbavica 
because hand grenades were thrown at two fire 
trucks on Friday.

DUNBLANE, Scotland — They 
were baptized together. They went 
to school together, and squirmed in 
church together. 

On Monday, Emma Crozier and 
Joanna Ross, both 5, were buried 
together, five days after gunman 
Thomas Hamilton killed the pair, 
14 other classmates, their teacher 
and then himself in Britain’s worst 
modern-day massacre. 

“T recall on Sundays that Emma 
and Joanna would sit together at the 
front pew, bobbing around and 
chatting,” the Rev. William 
Gilmour said at the funeral, attend- 
ed by a crowd of 800 that spilled 
over into the graveyard and parking 
lot of the Episcopal church in 
Bridge on Allan, near Dunblane. 

“The. two constant friends were 
cut down as innocent 5-year-olds in 
the evil terror which struck their 
primary school last Wednesday, 
which event will haunt their parents 
and us in this community well into 
the future.”

Filipino students 
unable to escape 
disco inferno

MANILA, Philippines — Flames 
billowed through a discotheque 
packed with graduation revelers early 
Tuesday, sending them fleeing for a 
blocked exit and stampeding into nar- 
row halls. Firemen picked the bodies 
of 150 people from the smoking 
ruins. 

Dozens more were severely injured, 
many with third-degree burns. It was 
the worst.fire ever in the Philippines 
and the worst in a nightclub since 
1977, when 164 people died at the 
Beverly Hills Supper Club in 
Southgate, Ky. 

Fire officials initially had feared 
that as many as 50 more bodies could 
be covered by the debris inside, but 
no more were found by mid-day. 

When the fire broke out shortly 
after midnight, there were an estimat- 
ed 350 people in the Ozone Disco 
Pub in suburban Quezon City, many 
of them taking part in high school 
and college graduation parties, sur- 
vivors said. The Philippines school 
year begins in June. 

“It was like hell,” said disc jockey 
Marvin Reyes, who watched flames 
catch the hair and clothes of scream- 
ing victims. 

Bodies of people who had tried 
unsuccessfully to escape were piled 
waist-deep in a narrow corridor lead- 
ing from the dance floor. Others were

Flood forces 1-day UVSC campus closure

A power outage at Utah Valley State 
College gave students an unexpected 
chance to catch up on their studies, 
their z’s and some rays. 

Flooding in the student center’s 
electronics vaults caused the major 
power failure at 7:20 a.m. Monday, 
said Bob Clark, UVSC’s director of 
plant operations. 

“Ground water seeped into the con- 
ducts sometime (Sunday) until it 
filled to the top and resulted in the 
power failure,” Clark said. 

Day and evening classes held on the 
Orem campus were canceled Monday 


while all other facilities were open, — 


according to a phone recording at the 
UVSC administrative offices. 

It is unknown how the water leaked 
into the underground conducts. “We 
thought we had these protected and 
something failed,” Clark said. 

To protect the college from future 
blackouts, they are considering 
putting the electronic components 
above ground, said Gale Cook, vice 
president of college relations. 

The power failure knocked out all of 


' the college’s electricity, as well as the 


power to residences along 1200 South 
in Orem and the stoplight at 1300 
South and Sandy Hill Road.

Radio reports 
said it started when a cooking fuel 
tank exploded.

: Letter implies Mandela’s wife was unfaithful 


JOHANNESBURG, South Africa — Nelson Mandela had hoped he could set- 
tle his marital problems “honorably and quietly, without washing our dirty 
linen in public.” 

Instead, he was on the witness stand Monday, telling a packed courtroom that 
he believed his wife Winnie had cheated on him while he languished in an 
apartheid-era prison. : 

Before the trial, Mrs. Mandela had given newspaper interviews blaming poli- 
tics for the breakdown of the 38-year marriage. 

Under questioning from his lawyer, the president said years of rumors that his 
wife had been unfaithful were proven to him when a newspaper editor showed 
him a letter written by his wife professing love for a Johannesburg attorney. 

The divorce ends a marriage that survived Mandela’s imprisonment and the 
most fiery years of the anti-apartheid struggle, only to fall apart after Mandela, 
77, was freed and rose to power in South Africa’s first all-race elections. 


Tainted oxygen leaves 4 dead in VA hospital 


TEMPLE, Texas — Cleaning solvent or some other contaminant in the newly 
installed oxygen equipment at a veterans hospital may have contributed to the 
deaths of four gravely ill patients, officials said Monday. 

The central oxygen system at the Olin E. Teague Veterans Center was 
switched over to equipment provided by a new contractor last Wednesday. 
Within 15 minutes, workers smelled an odor. Later that day, three patients died. 
Over the weekend, there was another death. 

Oxygen in the hospital was found to contain traces of trichloroethylene, a 
chemical in some cleaning solutions, said Laura Custer, a spokeswoman for 
Air Liquide, the Houston contractor that provided the new equipment. 

Autopsies were being conducted on the four patients. The results could be 
available this week. 

Hospital officials say a cleaning solvent may have been left in a hose leading 
from one of the storage tanks outside. 


Girl gets kidney from imprisoned father 


SAN FRANCISCO — A 13-year-old girl who received a lifesaving kidney 
from her-imprisoned father last week was released from the hospital Monday. 

Renada Daniel-Patterson was doing so well that doctors said she may be able 
io attend school in a month. But her mother, Vickie Daniel, said Renada would 
be tutored at home until September. 

Renada had only met her father, David Patterson, twice before last Tuesday, 
when he left the jail cell where he was serving time for burglary to donate the 
kidney. 

She visited with him again Monday in his hospital room at the University of 
California at San Francisco Medical Center, where the transplant was per- 
formed. 

Renada was born with one kidney that failed when she was S. She got a new 
kidney that year, but her body rejected it a year later. Her mother couldn’t 
donate one of hers because she is diabetic, and no suitable matches were

Why he chose to lay siege to the 
school, which is to reopen Friday, 
isn’t clear. 

But volunteer counselors and child 
psychologists have been available at a 
center near the school each day. 

“All we can offer is reassurance, let- 
ting them know that we’re here any 
time to listen to what’s troubling 
them,” said John Marchbank, the 
chief counselor. 

“Some children are coming in on 
their own. Parents are making 
appointments for some of the younger 
ones. Sometimes whole groups are 
coming in together. There’s no pat- 
tern,’ he said.” 

The carnage wreaked by Hamilton, 
who used four licensed pistols in the 
killings, has provoked calls for even 
tighter restrictions on gun ownership 
in Britain.

for fiscal 2002

WASHINGTON President 
Clinton plans to unveil a fiscal 1997 
budget Tuesday calling for nearly 
$100 billion in tax cuts, documents 
show. The plan also projects a bal- 
anced budget by 2002 and assumes 
Clinton will strike a deal with 
Republicans for some quick savings. 

Pages from the president’s election- 
year budget, obtained by The 
Associated Press, show that Clinton 
expects a $164.2 billion deficit in fis- 
cal 1997, which begins Oct. 1, drop- 
ping to a $7.6 billion surplus in 2002. 
That would be the first year the gov- 
ernment completed with black ink in 
its ledger book since 1969. 

Fiscal 2002 is the same year Clinton 
and Republicans aimed at for balanc- 
ing the budget during their yearlong, 
inconclusive fiscal battle last year. 
The president’s decision to retain 
2002 as a target — which congres- 
sional Republicans plan to do as well 
— reflects a desire to avoid accusa- 
tions that they are letting their bud- 
get-balancing deadline slip. 

The president’s fiscal recipe follows 
the outline he released last month and 
offers he made during budget talks 
with Republicans. It would rely most- 
ly on $124 billion in savings from 
Medicare, $59 billion from Medicaid, 
$40 billion from welfare, plus $297 
billion from annually approved gen- 
eral government programs. 

There would be $99.7 billion in tax 
cuts about half of what 
Republicans have proposed — large- 
ly for families and small businesses. 

The proposal retains Clinton’s tax 
credit for children, which would pro- 
vide $500 when fully phased in, and a 
new tax deduction for college tuition, 
which would be worth $10,000 when 
fully put into effect.

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Providing funds for prison |~ 
would help curb problems 


So what if the jails are overcrowded? Are we going to constantly pamper our “poor” 
criminals? Let’s make jail time fun? That seems to send out a message to those living 
on the streets that jail really isn’t such a bad place. After all, you do get your three 
square meals a day, and you even learn a vocation to get you back out in society. So 
what is the problem? Why is the ACLU whining about “cruel and unusual punish- 


The Utah chapter of the ACLU filed a lawsuit in federal court last Monday against 
Utah County, claiming the inmates rights were being violated because of overcrowd- 


The complaint states, “conditions at the jail which fall below the standards of human 
decency, deny basic human needs and inflict needless suffering on prisoners.” 

Are we supposed to be. making their jail sentence as easy as possible? Utah County 
voters don’t seem to think so. Last year voters rejected a property-tax increase to pay 
the expenses to open the $22-million security center in Spanish Fork this summer with 


The current Utah County Jail was built to house 172 inmates, but with some 
increased space obtained by removing some of the administrative offices, it has aver- 
aged 250 inmates and reached a high of 289 last year. 

It would take the county, which has had to trim services because of budgetary short- 
falls, $2.5 million to pay for operating costs and staffing for the new jail. 

So, what exactly is the “cruel and unusual punishment” that is being complained 
about from the overcrowding? The inmates’ health is at stake when dealing with over- 


The inmates are in such a confined area that if one of them catches a cold, they all 
catch a cold. Then the county will be paying for all the medicine required to bring the 
inmates back to good health only for one of them to get them all sick again a week or 


'Gang activity in the jail is also on the rise because the county can’t afford to pay for 
more staffers. Right now there are about five staff members for the 260 inmates cur- 


'There is increased tension and more assaults, and the inmates have to eat meals on 


We don’t really have a problem with the inmates having to eat their dinner on their 
laps. It’s a pain, but that is what prison is supposed to be, not a paradise. It would still 
make more sense to open the new facility that we already built that would solve all 


Utah County taxpayers don’t need to pay for the medical bills of these inmates. Nor 
do they need to pay for a prolonged lawsuit with the ACLU. If the county is forced to 
open the jail early and with federal staffing levels, it would cost more than double what 


'The best solution seems to be for Utah County taxpayers to pay the property-tax 
increase that was already proposed. Perhaps if voters really understood how much 
money was at stake if this step isn’t taken they would agree to the increase. The ACLU 
lawsuit is an added incentive for Utah voters.

Y insurance not helpful

I read in the March 12 edition of the Daily 
Universe that the “Y health insurance saves 
students from bankruptcy.” Now, I am very 
glad for the student involved, but I have 
been having nearly the opposite experience. 
About two weeks ago, I started feeling 
some pain in the joint of my jaw. I did not 
think much of it until a couple of days later 
when I woke up and was unable to close my 
mouth all the way because of the pain. 
Almost concurrent with this problem, | had 
been experiencing some pain in my foot 
that had lasted long enough to cause me 
some concern. I thought, “I have BYU 
insurance, and I should be able to kill two 
birds with one stone and have both prob- 
lems checked out at the same time.” 

I met with a doctor at the Health Center 
who was very helpful. He offered his diag- 
nosis about what was causing the pain in 
my foot and urged me to see a podiatrist. He 
also found out for me that BYU student

health insurance doesn’t cover anything to 
do with the joint of the jaw and gave me the 
names of several reputable oral surgeons 
who might be able to help me, provided I 
could afford to pay for it myself. I did see a 
podiatrist on staff at the Health Center who 
confirmed the first doctor’s diagnosis and 
said that there were a couple of avenues of 
treatment, none of which, apparently, are 
covered by BYU insurance. I am hoping the 
cheapest method will suffice and that the 
over-the-counter pain medication I am tak- 
ing for my jaw will be sufficient until I 
graduate and get a job in order to pay for a 
real solution to the problems and buy some 
real health insurance. 

Maybe it’s time that the BYU administra- 
tion looked into providing better insurance 
coverage for its students; one that covers 
more than just maternity and catastrophic 
illness.

FSU coach 
Survives crash

FRESNO, Calif. — Fresno State 
football coach Jim Sweeney broke his 
right leg and kneecap when the car he 
was driving crashed into a flatbed 
trailer that was blocking a street. 

Sweeney, who also had bruised ribs, 
was reported in stable condition at a 
hospital after the accident Sunday 
night and was to undergo surgery 
today. 

His wife, June, sustained a sprained 
left foot and sore ribs in the accident. 
She said their seat belts and air bags 
prevented more serious injury. 

“T would think that’s what kept us 
from getting killed,’ Mrs. Sweeney 
said. “They say the car was absolutely 
demolished.” 

For Jim Sweeney, the operation to 
set his leg is his seventh surgery in six 
years. He has had two back opera- 
tions, two angioplasties plus prostrate 
and rotator cuff surgeries. 

The Sweeneys were on their way 
home from a hospital visit when a car 
in front swerved to miss the truck that 
was stopped in the road with no 
lights, Mrs. Sweeney said. She said 
her husband braked but couldn’t stop 
in time. 

The California Highway Patrol said 
the trailer had broken free from its 
cab, and the driver, Lawrence 
Casaetto, was reattaching it when the 
accident occurred. 

Sweeney’s teams have won 196 
games. He coached at Montana State 
and Washington State before taking 
over during the mid-1970s at Fresno 
where he’s coached the Bulldogs to 
five bow] victories.

NBA slaps Worm with fine, 
suspension for latest outburst

PHILADELPHIA — _ Dennis 
Rodman’s latest tirade will cost him 
six games and more than $200,000. It 
could cost the Chicago Bulls a chance 
to become the first NBA team to win 
70 games. 

Rodman, the league’s leading 
rebounder and most volatile character, 
got a six-game suspension without 
pay and $20,000 fine Monday for 
head-butting a referee and other out- 
bursts after being ejected. “Physical 
assaults on referees cannot and will 
not be tolerated under any circum- 


- stances,” NBA vice president Rod 


Thorn said. 

Rodman’s suspension was the third- 
longest ever levied by the NBA. 
Kermit Washington was suspended 
for 26 games in 1977 for punching 
Rudy Tomjanovich, and Vernon 
Maxwell got a 10-game suspension 
last year for going into the stands and 
hitting a fan. 

Along with his $20,000 fine and an 
automatic $1,000 fine for his ejection, 
Rodman will lose about $34,500 in 
salary for each game he is suspended. 
That means Saturday night’s incident 
will cost him a total of $218,000. 

It could also prove costly for the 
Bulls, who are on pace to break the 
record of 69 victories in a season by 


the 1971-72 Los Angeles Lakers. 
Without Rodman and ailing All-Star 
Scottie Pippen, who is expected to be 
sidelined for another week, Chicago 
(57-7) could be vulnerable as it plays 
three games in the next four nights. 

The Bulls must win 13 of their last 
18 games to set the record, beginning 
with Monday night’s game at 
Philadelphia. 

After being ejected during the first 
quarter of a win over New Jersey, 
Rodman head-butted ref Ted 
Bernhardt, knocked over a water cool- 
er, stripped off his jersey and shouted 
obscenities before leaving the court. 

“The suspension and fine reflect not 
only the head-butting, but the totality 
of his actions on the court,” said 
Thorn, who was at the game and saw 
the tirade in person. 

After the game, Bulls star Michael 
Jordan said he was concerned about 
Rodman’s behavior. 

“If he happens to get suspended, 
maybe this is the opening he needs to 
get himself back on line and focus on 
the game, and not the way he’s being 
perceived,” Jordan said. 

Rodman, who averages 15.1 
rebounds, claims that refs have been 
picking on him because of his bad 
boy reputation. He won’t be eligible 
to play again until April 2, when the 
Bulls visit Miami.

UVSC computer lab aids Lehi kids

Knowing that computer use will 
only increase in the future and that the 
children are the leaders of tomorrow, 
how will they cope? 

Lehi Senior High School Principal 
Russell Felt said an education in 
computers is imperative for this gen- 
eration of students. Where will the 
children learn? 

Mountain Applied Technology 
Center at Utah Valley State College 
provides the answers to these ques- 
tions. 

It is literally putting the future in the 
hands of our country’s future leaders 
at Lehi’s high school. 

Thanks to a partnership with MATC, 
Lehi students are getting an up-to- 
date education in computer technolo- 
gy comparable to the university level, 


said Georgia Hillard, manager of 
MATC’s high school programs. 

“Many different programs came 
together to make the lab work,” Felt 
said. “We never would have been able 
to do it on our own.” 

High school students enrolled in the 
program are equipped with 28 IBM 
compatible computers in a full-ser- 
vice computer lab and a full-time 
instructor provided by MATC. 

Felt said the lab has been an out- 
standing addition to the school’s cur- 
riculum. 

“Clearly you can’t get enough tech- 
nology. Students have got to have 
expertise in computers,” Felt said. 

Kathy Adamson, a 16-year veteran 
of the Alpine School District, teaches 
several courses using the new com- 
puter lab — word processing, desktop 
publishing and business procedures.

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Companies are not always helpful 
in finding scholarships for students

Although many national companies 
claim to help students find scholar- 
ship money, the Better Business 
Bureau said otherwise in “Tips for 
Consumers,” a newsletter issued from 
the Council of Better Business 
Bureaus in Arlington, Va. 

“They are making you pay for free 
information,” said Bill Beadle, presi- 
dent of the Better Business Bureau in 
Utah. 

Beadle said businesses will guaran- 
tee finding up to $10,000 in funding if 
students will pay an up-front fee rang- 
ing from 12 to hundreds of dollars for 
their services. 

The problem comes when the “fund- 
ing” which students believe will be a 
scholarship is actually only a student 
loan. 

In exchange for their fees, students 
may receive lists of possible scholar- 
ship sources. 

However, some companies do not 
assist students in obtaining the listed 
scholarships. 

According to the newsletter, some 
consumers complain that after paying

the fee and supplying the necessary 
information, they never hear from the 
organization again or are unable to 
obtain refunds.

Others allege the information they 
were sent arrived too late to meet 
application deadlines.

“These companies give you the same 
information you could get from a high 
school counselor or a placement cen- 
ter ... that’s all.” 

According to Beadle, the most pop- 
ular marketplace for these businesses 
are high school seniors because they 
need money and don’t know how the 
program really works. 

Those who may be interested in 
similar companies need to take neces- 
sary precautions. 

To avoid being taken, students and 
their parents should seek out informa- 
tion from reputable sources, the pam- 
phlet said. 

The pamphlet also emphasized that 
high school guidance counselors, col- 
lege financial aid offices and libraries 
offer the exact mailings you get from 
the scholarship companies — but for 
free. 

Many private organizations, founda- 
tions, professional clubs and churches 
also provide legitimate scholarships to 
students. 

If you are interested in using a 
scholarship service, investigate the 
background of a company by calling 
the Better Business Bureau for a relia- 
bility report at (801) 487-4300. 


Registered voters 
may prepare for 
Utah primaries

It’s that time again. It’s time to vote. 

An important outcome of the presi- 
dential primaries is delegate represen- 
tation at the delegate national conven- 
tion in San Diego. 

Utah will be sending five delegates 
to the convention to represent the col- 
lective wishes of the residents of 
Utah, said Donna Mitchell, a repre- 
sentative from the elections office in 
Provo. 

The primaries for the presidential 
elections will be held in Utah on June 
2a: 

To ensure a smooth voting process, 
the Voter Registration Office has pro- 
vided some helpful hints for voters. 

Out-of-state students must send a 
request to their home state for an 
absentee ballot. Students should con- 
tact the Voter Registration Office in 
their home county for the ballot. 

To be eligible to vote in the primary 
elections in June or the general elec- 
tions in November, voters must be 
registered 20 days prior to each elec- 
tion, 

Residents of Utah who have moved 
within the state are encouraged to re- 
register because they may have 
crossed precinct boundary lines. 
Precinct changes affect voting eligi- 
bility. 

Individuais may register to vote at 
the Voter Registration Office Monday 
through Friday from 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. 
or fill out the voters registration form 
located in the front of the U.S. West 
telephone book. Forms may be mailed 
to the Voter’s Registration Office at 
100 E. Center St., Room 3100, Provo, 
Utah 84606. 

Before the primary election in June 
and the general election in November, 
the Voter Registration Office will hire 
an individual from each precinct to 
act as a neighborhood registration 
agent. Individuals who are unable to 
come in to the Voter Registration 
Office to register may take advantage 
of this service. Agents will be avail- 
able June 18, 19, 20 and October 29, 
30, 31 from 8 a.m. to 9 p.m.

Dr. Ziolkowski is an authority on Gern 
and European literature from Romantic 
to the present, with a particular interest: 
the history of literary themes, the recept 
of classical literature, and the interdiscipl 
nary relationships of literature with relig 
and law. He joined Princeton’s Departme 
of Germanic Languages and Literatures 
1964. He chaired that department from 1 
to 1979, when he was named dean of the 
graduate school, a position in which he 
for 13 years. He holds a joint appointmel 
the Department of Comparative Literati 


While the great mythic lawgivers have 
traditionally been men, most cultures have 
represented the figure of Justice as a young 
woman. At the same time, the svmbolic 
attributes associated with that figure have 
varied from culture to culture. The sword, 
scales, and blindfold conventionally attrib- 
uted to Justice in the West are the result 

of a distinct historical process and of specific 
historical factors. 

The figure and idea of Justice re-emerged 
in Europe in the 13th century, just at the 
time when the early universities were redis- 
covering the manuscripts of Roman law. 
The attributes initially attached to her were 
sword and scales, which stemmed from two 
separate classical traditions and were first 
linked by Christian allegory. 

The blindfold was not attributed to 
Justice until the late 15th century—initially 
with wholly negative associations and, again, 
as the result of specific historical circum- 
stances: the conflict between local customary
